THE TRICE OF MONEY. 
There was an interesting debate in 
the Senate on Friday, in regard to the 
bill ta change the‘rate of interest on 
money. The bill proposed to make the 
legal rate 6 per cent. where no other 
ate is specified, and to limit the rate 
to 12 per cent, on special contracts, 

Atter an animated disenssion. the bill 
was rejected. 

As adjoining States allow a 
arger interest than North Carolina, 
ve think the present law has operated 
injuriously to our people by driving 
‘pital from the State, and forcing ou 
stizens to go beyond our own borders 
o borrow money at ruinous interest. 

We know that large sums of mone} 
re annually sent from this State te 
Virginia, because the capitalists car 
ret a liger rate of interest there than 
inthis Sate. The consequence is that 
var farmers, who need current funds te 
‘arry on their operations, Cannot bor- 
‘ow at home, as the money is sent 
away, but are forced to apply to the 
Virwinia bankers and merchants. They 
are therefore compelled to pay the high 
rate of iaterest charged in that State, 

We think the interest on special con- 
tracts for money ought to be 12 per 
cent. at least, and regret the bill was 


not passed.
